Instead, she had 
to work hard to bring home for her children what her 
husband failed to bring. One pay day his little girl 
went to the brewery to meet him, to plead with him 
to go home directly, as her mother had been sick n^b, 
unable to work. 
She failed. 
He went to his usual 
place, a saloon, where he cashed his check and got 
drunk. It was necessary to take him home, together 
with his little girl. 
He had gotten plenty of booze, 
but no bread. When my sister witnessed the pitiful 
sicht, she called my attention to it and said to me. 
“Do you know that you a>-e morally responsible for 
it? Do you know that you are helping to throw into 
poverty and misery that poor wife and children?" 
Frankly, I could not answer her; but my conscieqcb 
made me admit it and I said yes. 
I looked up sohA 
statistical facts and I found that each person em? 
cloyed by the liquor interests was helping and were 
directly responsible foi throwing into poverty and 
misery at the rate of 48 families for each person em­ 
ployed by the liquor traffic. I resigned immediately.- 
I went to the manager of a packing company, to whom 
stated the facts, and after listening to me with,.all 
leu attention, he told me to report for work the fol­ 
lowing- dav.
